ing place of the Nazi party in pre­ 
war days, was heavilv bombed early 
today by strong squadrons of the 
Roval Air Force. Nuremberg is uit* 
chief commercial city in the prov­ 
ince Of Bavaria and second largest 
citv in the provir.ee. 
The attack involved a round-trip 
flight by England-based bombers of 
approximately 1.200 miles. 
Sixteen Bombers Missing 
Extent of the attack or. N ure m ­ 
berg was inti a a ted by the tact that 
16 bombers were officially repot ed 
missing. 
"Nuremberg, one of the most im ­ 
portant railway and industrial cen­
